The  member*  of  Ike  New  York  L*-gi* 

'  lature  should  have  borne  in  niiml  that 
lire  proponed  charter  ran  not  b«*  afl>lir.l 
legally  to  any  0/  the  localities  selected 
for  couglum.  ration,  unlesn  it  has  been 
ratified  by  pie  legal  voters  of  the  local, 
ity.  It  cannot  lie  made  binding  upon 
the  cities  *tr  the  count i*-*  except  it  be 
first  ref«OT«d  to  the  in  for  approval  at  the 
polls. 

So  Legislature  jnss«aM  the  const itu 
tioAal  and  legal  power  or  right  to  unite 
or  divide  oountiea.  or  alter  the  bound 
'  ano  of  counties  without  their  counenl. 
That  right  is  seemed  by  the  citizens  of 
the  oiuntiee,  in  whom  the  rtglrt  of  enn. 
nent  domain  inhere*,  and  ot  which  no* 
Legislature,  even  by  a  unanimous  vote 
ran  deprive  them. 

When  Governor  Morton,  yielding  toj 
thf  Platt  feasor*  brought  to  bear 
him  to  sign  the  "bill  to  form  a  ooumiiralon 
to  frame  the  charter.  1  passed  by  a  bare 
majority  of  two,  who  naiad  aguiiist  tbe 
» ill  of  their  cuuaiituenU)  lie  sent  a 
jneseage  with  it  explaining  his  views- 
lii  that  paper  he  reminded  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  that  llwre  were  further  measure* 
to  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  charters  in* 
volved,  to  render  the  bill  conformable  to 
the  SUM  Constitution. 

The  autonomy  of  tbe  Counties  was 
the  point  to  which  lie  referred.  As 
neither  Suffolk.  Albany.  Erie  or  any 
other-County  can  dominate  New  York 
or  Kings  County.  so  jteilhef  cap  all^ 
other^L'ountie*  combined  either  in  of 
out  o^he  legislature  compel  the  uniorf 
of  division  of  any  County  against  the 
will  of  a  majority  of  its  voters.  Conse¬ 
quently  tile  reference  of  the  charter 
hack  to  the  voter*  of  the  localities 
picked  out.  is  an  absolute  necessity  to 
give  validity  to  tire  project  and  to  the 
charter.* 

*  The  policy  of  Brooklyn  and  the  other 
localities,  their  legpl  authorities,  their 
league  of  "loyal  citizen,”  Woman's 
Loyal  League,  and  other  citizens  is  to 
represent  their  r^-al  State*  and  Constitu¬ 
tional  rights  to  the  Mayors  and  to  the 
Governor  and  in.-yat  on  the  referendum. 
If  they  refuse  to  swbniit  tlie  cliarter  to 
the  vote  of  the  various  localities  Bruok- 
lyn  s^epiedy  is  to  put  the  case  in  litiga 
lion,  and  obtain  an  hy unction  against 
any  Attempt  to  r*i6  its  citizens  of 
autonomy. 

Tliey  will  win  on  Constitutional 
grounds,  and  the  Stele  w  ill  have  to  pay 
the  costa  of  litigation.

Assemblyman  .King's  Libel  bill  baa 
been  passed  by  (be  Senate  and  not* 
goes  to  Ibe  Governor.  Tbe  enact 
m*nt  is  a  great  improvement  over  tbe 
exiting  libel  laws,  both  for  tbe  news¬ 
papers  and  for  tbe  public.  Under 
tbe  old  law,  if  a  Jei  seyumn  is  libelled 
in  a  New  York  paper  the  only  redri 
be  bas  is  to  briDg  suit  against  tbe  big 
paper,  either  criminally  or  civilly. 
Under  the  new  law  tbe  reporter  or 
correspondent  may  be  proceeded 
against  personally  and  fined  $500  or 
lmprisioned  two  years  or  both.  The 
act  will  also  protect  tbe  newspapers 
by  making  tbe  informant  wbo  gives 
any  editor  or  reporter  an  item  equally 
responsible  for  tbs  same  if  it  be  incor¬ 
rect  or  libellous.  \  It  does  not  relieve 
tbe  papers  from,  any  of  tbeir  present 
responsibibty. 


fir*t  Assistant  Postmaster  General  Heath 
announced  a  few  dapi  ago  that  offensive 
partisanship  would  not  be  considered  provo¬ 
cation  for  removal  of  postmasters  nnlesa 
their  action  was  shown  to  have  bean  detri¬ 
mental  to  lha  postal  service.

Editor  Moumfieki  Record : 

I  regret  to  learn  tliat  the  new  polling 
district  of  the  Find  Ward  ia  to  be  locat¬ 
ed  at  Bloomfield  Avenue  and  Orange 
Street,  having  been  under  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  when  the  Ward  was  to  be 
divided  we  were  to  have  a  polling  place 
located  as  near  as  possible  to  the  voters 
at  the  end  of  this  aection  of  the  town— 
of  courae  l  well  understand  that  we  can¬ 
not  all  have  tbe  polling  place  in  front  of 
our  doors,  but  a  lien  you  are  compelled 
to  go  still  further  tliau  heretofore,  it 
seeiuH  that  soum  one  has  a  pecuniary 
interest  in  locating  it  at  the  present  site. 

If  the  Township  Committee  of  our 
Ward  had  atttuded  to  their  duties 
properly  (that  i&  if  we  are  of  any  im 
porlance  at  our  end  of  the  town)  they 
would  never  have  allowed  this  location. 
It  seems  they  do  not  take  into  consider, 
ation  that  the* voters  in  this  section  have 
some  rights  that  must  be  respected,  and 
unless  a  change  is  made  will  surely  hear 
from  us  later  on.

The  Consumer  Pays  the  Tax. 

la  tbe  course  of  Ibe  tariff  debate  in 
tbe  House  ef  Representatives  yester¬ 
day  Mr.  Jerry  Sim  peon,  of  Kansas,  in 
discussing  tbs  sophistry  that  tbe  for¬ 
eigner  pays  tbe  tariff  tax,  suggested 
lb  at  the  experience  of  tbe  people 
would  be  that  tbe  foreigner  would 
object  to  doing  any  such  thing.  In 
reply,  Mr.  Payne,  of  New  York,  uar- 
mted  tbe  experience  of  two  farmers, 
one  a  resident  of  his  district,  the 
other  a  resident  of  Canada,  scroea  tbe 
river;  and  be  added: 

My  constituent  took  100  tons  of  buy 
to  Buffalo,  and  gold  it  for  $1000, 
which  be  brought  back  and  put  in  bis 
Imine  bank.  The  Canadian  farmer  also 
took  100  bins  to  Buffalo  aud  sold  it 
for  $1000.  But  be  bad  to  leave  $400 
with  Uncle  Sam  as  duty  (it  was  under 
tbe  McKinley  law),  and  be  took  borne 
with  bim  but  $600. 

Tbia  rejoinder  was  conclusive 
enough  for  the  Republican  wind  to 
elicit  applause;  bnt  before  tbe  ecboee 
bad  dial  I  out  Mr.  Terry,  of  Arkaui 
neatly  coutitered  with  tbe  remark  that 
tbe  fallacy  of  tbe  gentleman  s  conclus¬ 
ion  was  that  it  failed  to  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  effect  of  that  40  per 
ceut  duty  on  tbe  market  price.  Hail 
it  not  beea  for  that  duty  the  price 
would  have  been  but  $600  for  the  100 
tons;  so  that  it  came  back  to  the 
Dewocrutio  position  that  tbe  consumer 
pays  tbe  tax.  »

The  medium  through  which  the 
business  of  the  colony  is  transacted  i- 
called  the  Labor  Exchange  Association 
It  is  td  No.  7,117  South  Chicago  St.,  and 
there  ule  farmer  may  take  his  produce, 
the  harness-maker  hiB  harness  and  tin 
hat-maker  his  hats, 
receive  a  certificate  issued  by  the  asso¬ 
ciation.  This  certificate  is  the  currency 
of  the  oolony,  ami  is  taken  at  its  full 
face  value.  The  mechanics  and  labor¬ 
ers  who  have  only  their  services  to  olfer 
readily  give  them  in  exchange  for  the 
certificates.

sink  his  identity 
factor  in  society  and  become  u  mere 
wheel  in  the  machine,  it  makes  no  effort 
to  restrain  personal  action.  Every 
member  is  free  to  conduct  his  own  call¬ 
ing  or  trade  and  to  manage  hw  personal 
affairs  as  he  sees  fit.  There  is  no  central 
community  house.  The  members  still 
live  in  their  own  homes  aud  maintain 
their  family  relations  precisely  os  they 
did  before  joining  the  oolony.  They  are 
not  compelled  to  surrender  their  private 
property  to  a  general  fund.  When  a 
member  receives  certificates  for  goods 
deposited  he  may  use  them  instead  of 
coin  of  the  realm  for  trading  purposes 
among  Ins  brother  members. 

Although  the  Chicago  Labor  Ex¬ 
change  Association  has  attracted  more 
attention,  it  is  only  qne  in  a  chain  of 
exchanges  which  in  time  it  is  expected 
will  encircle  the  entire  country. 

There  is  an  Eastern  branch  at  Lynn, 
bs.,  which  will  manufacture  shoes. 
Another  onfi*  in  California  will  confine 
itself  to  dryjfk'g  and  canning  fruits.  One 
in  Kansas  is  to  devote  itself  to  the  rais¬ 
ing  of  wheat.  Another  will  raise  cattle 
and  hogs. 

When  the  exchange  is  completed  it 
is  expected  that  everything  necessary  to 
man’s  support  will  be  produced  in  this 
way,  and  an  interchange  of  commod¬ 
ities  will  entirely  relieve  tlie  members 
in  all  parts  of  the  country  from  the 
necessity  of  dealing  witli  the  outside 
■orld," 

The  basis  of  all  wealth  is  labor,  and 
yet  with  millions  of  acres  of  fertile  labd* 
untilled  thousands  at  men  and  women 
and  children  are  compelled  to  go  hungry 
because  they  cannot  get  the  work  to  get 
the  money  to  get  the  food  they 
Excepting  those  who  have  a  surplus  of 
wealth  to  earn  interest  for  them,  the 
bulk  of  humanity  finds  its  chief  use  'for 
money  as  a  medium  for  securing  tbe 
necessaries  and  comforts  of  civilii 
life.  They  get  money  in  return  for 
their  labor  and  exchange  it  for  the 
things  they  need.  This  being  the  case, 
anything  that  will  secure  the  same  re¬ 
sult  will  answer  the  purposes  of  this 
class  of  workers  just  as  well,  and  it  is 
upon  tliis  principle  tlie  Labor  Excltaag* 
is  based.  We  take  tlie  products  of  tbe 
farm  and  workshop,  aud  through  fthe 
medium  ot  our  currency  certifit 
make  an  interchange  ot  the  goods 
among  those  who  need  them  but  li»ve 
no  actual  money  to  buy  them  with.

PROPERTY  -HOW  HELD. 

The -property  of  the  Association,  real  aud 
p-ranonl.  alisll  not.  under  nnv  c 
be  mortgaged  or  pledged.  The  Asaociation 
shall  not  l>  rrow  any  money,  ninth  uot 
any  interest-bearing  uote  or  obligation 
against  itself. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  REVENUES. 

AU  moueys  received  for  the  sale  of  goods, 
hire  of  lubor,  rent  ot  property,  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  contracts,  board  of  bauds,  etc.,  shall 
be  distributed  as  billows  ; 

First — To  replenish  the  stock  of  goods  sold. 

8*cood— To  keep  the  property  iu  repair 
aud  to  restore  auy  which  may  have  been 
destroyed  by  accidents. 

Third — To  defray  the  expenses  of  admin¬ 
istration  economically  conducted. 

Fourth — To  support  tbe  sick,  the  disabled, 
aud  to  assist  the  families  of  deceased 
bers. 

Fifth — To  maintain  school*,  especially 
evening  schools,  libraries  and  places  of  in¬ 
struction  and  amnsement. 

Sixth — To  extern!  tbe  field  of  its  opera¬ 
tions  by  tbe  acquisi  ion  of  additional  meenr 
for  the  employment  of  idle  labor. 

OFFICERS. 

Tbe  officers  of  the  Association  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  s  president,  vice  president,  secretary, 
acoouutant,  and  exeontive  board,  of  os  many 
members  as  the  by-laws  of  the  Association 
Uiay  require. 

The  duties  of  said  principal  officers  shall 
be  those  implied  by  their  several  nnma, 

Tbe  distinction  of  sex  snail  not  be  a  bar 
to  eligibility  to  any  office;  bat  no  person 
under  tbe  age  of  twenty-one  shall  be  eligible 
to  tbe  above  principal  offices,  nor  to  the 
board  of  troatees,  a a  hereinafter  provided.

SALARIES,  WAGES,  VALUES,  ETC. 

Tbe  salaries  of  offioen  of  this  Association/ 
tbe.wuges  of  labor  employed,  the  value 
exchangeable  oouimuditiea  and  service/ 
among  tbe  msociates;  the  distribution 
tools,  implement*,  machinery  and  msteri  ila 
tor  the  employment  of  labor  ;  aud  all  claiial 
for  preference  to  such  employment ;  and  al. 
other  matters  not  liereiu  specified  and  de¬ 
termined  shall  he  fixed  and  regulated  by  the 
by-laws  of  tbe  Association.
